There was 
no priiicii)lc of international law, he said, 
which kept a victorious nation from eii- 
joyini; the fruits of warfare 'oy luddini; 
territory gained iu battle. Interven- 
tion liy ihe i)owers (jf Enroi)e, he pointed 
out, was a new procedure, ipiite npait 
front international law, ami based upon 
only tbes trenjith of flioir nuited action, 
lie added significantly that the United 
States squadrons often make Intcrmi- 
tionnl law. The suggestion that Great 
Britain would talie the Philippines iu 
exchange for the Horinudas or other 
British possessions near this country is 
not re^'arded as feasible.

retaliate for the Philippine islands (h 
feat by doine as much damage as po.ssl- 
ble. nnd when this work has 'been com- 
pleted, sail with all speed for Porto Kico 
and if uecossary light a way into San 
Juan. As to ^vhich point the Spanish .viil 
strike the authorities have no idea. New 
York -is considered in very good condition 
to resist an attack, but this is not the 
case with New Eiiglaud cities and ports 
along the southern coast. 

Instructions to commanders of the aux- 
iliary cruisers Yankee, Prairie, Dixie 
and Yoseinite require them to join the 
Jlagsliip Sail Francisco at Provin<:e- 
town without delay. The crews wi,l 
have gun practice on the way and -^vi.l 
bave as luucli trainiiit; as possible. Up- 
sides Commodore Howell's squadron the 
iiorts will be defended by great guns and 
(Jeneral .MiM-ritt will improve the fcrti- 
licatioiis as much as possible. 

V special cable despatch from London 
to' the World says: Britain has been 
surprised by Commodore Dewey's over- 
whelming victory. The superiority of 
tlie United States squadron was recog- 
nized, but it was fully believe<l this 
would have boon more than counter- 
l)alanct'd by the assi.stance afforded the 
Spanish licet by submarine mines and 
powerful shore batteries. The splendid 
seamanship 'ind valor of Commodore 
Dewey in forcing an entrance to Man- 
ila harbor in the face of these defences 
excite intense admiration, while aiiiong 
naval experts the despatch with which 
the American fleet dispose<l of the Span- 
iards is held to prove that Commodore 
Dewev employed the resources at his 
command witli the highest, .possible 
amount of effectiveness." • 

Lord Charles Beresford said: "It was 
a brilliant stroke. Ereiytbiug, as I 
said, before, depends upon the mm in 
modern ^varfaro. Dewey, is an ■ able of- 
ficer.' He brought his coals and work- 
shops with him. He thought out and 
planned the whole affair with consum- 
mate skill and foresight." 

"As to political result.s — do you think 
Germany will like this?" 

"No, Germany won't; nor will the 
Japanese either, but the United St". <'S 
should be satisfio<l, anyway." 

Sir Charles Dilke said: "Tho Uiii'-ort 
States in iwsscssion of tlie Philippines 
raises luimerojs important and delicate 
lK)iuts for the jonsideration of the pow- 
ers. I should not be surpri.sod if eventu- 
ally the United States secured the good 
will of Japan by handing over Uie 
Philippines to her." 

Sir John Oolomb on this point said: 
"It i8:an event of enormous. internation- 
al impoirtance.' I sliould not be surpris- 
ed if 'the German' Bmperor' is' spurred to 
some startling' action by the prospect of 
his dream of possession of the Philip- 
pines being shatterwl by American tri- 
umph. He 1ms a big squadron in the 
China seas with his brother in comn'aiul, 
and may be we may hear of some eigni- 
ticant move on the part of that squ-udroii 
within .'I day or two. I don't believe he 
can sit still in the face of such a blow 
at his most cherished hopes." 

On over.v side in Fnglaiid is heard 
praise of skill and daring displaye<l b.v 
Commodore Dewey in a situation where, 
if anything had miscarried, he wouhl 
have been caught in a niost desperiiio 
situation. At the same time credit is 
given' to Admiral Alontejo, whp had a 
wretphed flec,t apd ,lJa<l n!gi,.Q^jmce. 'except 
from^'5'ilie asSlj^'nc^, ^he ,might- .receive 
from' the forts. "The American vessels, 
however, by . moving. . to .and . fro ..• we ro 
easily able t6^ 'a-void ' the badly directed 
lire from tlio'ftjrts, and, looking to all 
the oircumstanee.s, it.^is apparent that tho 
American ileet ri.'C(Mved but slight dam- 
age. The nioriil iiilliienee oi; lli(r tint

Naval iillicials at Washiiigdni are duly 
grateful fur tiie cjuisideration shown h\ 
the Ciiiuese government in willilioldiiig 
the issue of the decree of neutrality un- 
til inforiiH.'d tliat the Americans had se- 
cured a base in the Philippines. 

Humors having been atloat-that the 
British embassy bad been advised of the 
fnll of Manila just before the cable com- 
munication broke. Sir .Tulian Pauncefote 
declares that he has had no such intor- 
ination. 

The Madrid correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily Mail says: "There is no 
longer any doubt that the internal 
situation is causing the govermnent al- 
most as much uneasiness as the e.xter- 
nal. Last night's demonstration was one 
of the most serious in some time, since 
tbo.so openly participating showed their 
revolutionar.v tendency." 

Spanish oUlcials say that when Com- 
modore Dewey demanded the surrender 
of the Spanish guns, torpedoes, e'.i'.. 
(iovernor-Ceneral Augusti replied' 
"Come and take tlioni." 

There is no idea ot surrender in Ma- 
drid either in ininiiL'.erial circles or 
among tlie populace. (.)n the contrary, 
the war will bo pushed with greatiir 
vigor. The Spanish iiutliorities entend 
to tlirow the whole naval strength of 
Spain into one united and supreme effort 
against the United States. It is stated 
by those who are responsible for naval 
movements that they ha'Ve determined to 
avoid isolated combats on unequal terms 
with a superior enemy, and that they 
now intend to throw their united naval 
st rength into one supremo effort to crush 
tlie American S(iundroii in Cuban waters. 
"U'litil this eiigageiiient is fought no 
propositi of intervention will he listened 
to." 

The second Spanish scpiadron at Cad.iz; 
consisting of tlie warships I'cla.vo. Al 
f,)iis(i XlII., and Victoria have nearly 
conipleted preparations for activi: 
vice. It is reported, however, that great 
diUlculty is experienced in fitting out the 
ships, owing to lack of money. Britisii 
engineers have refused to serve on board 
them owing to a belief that they Avill 
be liable to heavy punishment under the 
foreign enlistment act. 

An ofllcial despatch from Havana to 
^ladrid says the entire American squad- 
ron has sailed, presumably in the di 
reetion of Key West. 

The Spaniards have evacuated Baya- 
mo, one of the imiwrtaiit towns in San 
tiapo de Cuba, and it has been occupievl 
oy r.te insurgent forces. 

In response to a telegraphic request 
yesterday from Miss Cliira Barton, the 
Central Cuban relief committee will 
ship twenty tons of food for the Ciiban 
refugees at Key West. 

■\\'liil(? the Nashville was away trying 
to capture a mail steamer, two Spanish 
gunboats ca.'ne out and attacked tlu 
Hornet. The Hornet returned the fire 
and the Marblehead coming into action, 
the Spaniards after firing a broadside 
turhed about. Captain McCalla thinks 
he sunk one of tlie Spaniards and proba 
bly both. The fight occurred' off Cien 
fucgos.

AVrangel, Alaska, April 20.— (Special)— 
Not having been able to give- the C3ol- 
onist letters from all the points visitc<l 
in Alaska, as requested, I will try and 
make amends by giving general sum- 
mary from this point. After looking 
over the situation for several months 
and comparing all the points ot advan- 
tage and disadvantage, I have liiially 
settled on Wraugel as the coming per- 
manent port of Alaska. "Comparisons 
are otlions" yet it would be ditllcult to 
point out all the advantages of Wraugel 
without alluding to other points on the 
coast. 

That the residents of Dyea aud Skag- 
way have more vim and energy than the 
people of any otlier point on the coast 
is a self-evident fact; and to this fact 
alone I attribute tlieir present success. 
But neither energy, nor energy and capi 
tal combined can accomplish unpossibili 
ties. I know well from many yea.s ex 
periencc in the mountains from Colorado 
to California what energy, capital and 
railroad eugiueeriiig can do, and yet I 
emphatically assert that they cannot 
surmount the dilllcultics presentt.'d by 
that i)recipitous range that stands like 
a huge Chinese wall, a menacing barrier 
between Lynn Canal and the Yukon 

A trail, rough and steep, is an accom- 
plished fact. Tramways are a faiUir ■ 
A wagon road is a bare possibility. A 
railroad is a glaring impossibility. But 
suiiposing the freezing on the passes, 
drowning in the Hoods or being crushed 
and buried in the asvfu! avalanches, 
cording to tliL'ir respective seasinis, could 
be avoided, and the range made passable 
for travel aud trallic by some method 
yet unknown, and Lake Lindennan or 
Bennett safely reached, the awful White 
Ilorsc rapids still remain. This last olv 
stacic I 'consider the worst of all. Death 
by drowning or freezing is a silent opera- 
tion; the floods are sudden, and the ava 
lanche gives no warning, but tho dreaded 
White Horse rajiids thunder in one con- 
tinuous roar "keep out."

Its ninuoouvrf.s will bi' 
wncbcd with Interest, for It Is upon, tlio 
balloou corps that the city will depuiia, to 
-a greater or less extent, for Its first kiiowl 
edge of t^e approach .of .an cnem^r. Tbo 
observer In Its car will have a range of al- 
most 150 miles to sea, and, with the power- 
ful telescopes with wiiloli ho I's provlde<l, 
will be able to detect ii Spanish wiir Bhip, 
should one approach, louj; bofori' tlio ve.-i- 
.sel could posslbl.v be kccu from the obser- 
vatory at Kanily Houlc. Means of lustiuit 
conimunlcatlon from the balloon to the 
■earth have been provided in the caldu 
wlileh will hold the aerial monster captlvi'. 
lioth telephone and Irh'jjraph wires liiiil 
place ill it, and otlier inetlioils of slfjaalln;^ j 
are also iil hand to he used ill ease of ne- 
cessity. Tile stutioainf! of sljjnal Ser^-eaiils 
at various e.\posed points alon}; tlie coast i 
has been iirnuii;ed, teieKrapii uud teleplioin.' 
Hues will be laid .from point to point with 
the greatest rapidity, and all sorts of lutur- 
cstlng uud valuable manoettvrcs by the sig- 
nal corps will occur diirltiB this week. 

r was accorded faellilles only a few- 
weeks a^o for witnessing' the conipicle 
work of I lie corps Just as it will be carried 
on In the Fast, iieiicf am able to alVord an 
accurate, detailed di'S(.'rlptiou of it. .Mili- 
tary bailoonlnf; as il. will l)e done la the 
vicinity of -New York will aliord many novel 
sights to New Yorkers. The entire delaeli- 
nicut of men from Fort LoKaii arrived ti'U 
•dliyfi ago, ami wimhl have been at worlo 
ere this had not there been a delay in tiie 
arrival of the balloon ami its appurteii- 
lilices, 

Aerial military niauoeiivers have ail- 
vaiiceil to sncli a de^-ree of perfection with- 
in tiic past two years that it will be |i,>r- 
fectly possible for the observer In the ear 
to not only dlseorn an enemy's ship, but, 
at a dislaneo of several miles, to accurately 
piiolof,'raph it. At the same time, tile bal- 
iooii. iil^'li In the air, will present such a 
small spi'ck In the sky as to render It an 
Impossible target for the gunners, either 
with ordnance or small arms. It has been 
practically demonstrated, . too. that bullets 
from small arms reiulor little apprccliihle 
harm to u balloon, for the reason that the 
.sllKlit aperture made by the passable of the 
bullet tlii'Ou;.'li the silk is Immediately 
closi'U, or nearly so, by the pressure of the 
hydrofren !;as. 

To tliose not conversant with the suhji'i'l 
it would appear an hnpossllile task to 
transport a balloon with Its eciulpmeiit in- 
to the Held In ua aggressive campaign. 
Meaus have been provided, however, by 
which this may be perfectly accomplished, 
"lid by which the baloim may be sent ti)) 
at very short mdlec at any place to which 
army \va;;nus may be able to trans|iort It. 

The balloon train new at Fiu't 'Wads- 
worth {-(insists of three wagons and a lid 
of miscellaneous |ia •apheriialla. hirf.'e 
enough to load a small ship. Tln^ balloon 
itself, when dellated, Is compactly ndled, 
and lias iilaee in a coiii|iarl iiient bnlit es- 
pecially for It in the forward end of one of 
the three wa^'ons. At tlie rear end of this 
wagon is a reel, upon which Is wouml a 
cable Hoveral thousand feet In length, light 
In construction, but very strong. A tlnrd 
coinpartnicnt, located in the middle of the 
wagon, carries tlie wicker car and iiettlii;r. 
together willi the necessary ropes ust'd in 
iiiliatlug and seiidiiig up tlie alr-slilp. 

(las l.s also I'arileil by the lialloon (ielil 
train In a (|iiaiitlty sulllcieiit to liillate the 
balloon several times. Tills gas heretofore 
has all been made at i'^ort Loj.'an and com- 
pressed into steel tubes, each about feet 
In length, but so constructed as to with- 
stand severe pressure and rough handlliiu'. 
From these tubes the gas Is turned Into the 
balloon as needed. The gas-niaklng plant 
has been transferred' to Fort' Wadsworth, 
and it Is from that point, therefore, that 
the tubes will be shipped to whatever 
points on tlie roast It may be necessary to 
send tiicnii for tlie use of the corps. Slioiild 
a caiii|ialgii be determined ujion ami a ne- 
cessity likely .Irise for the need of more 
gas than Is carried in the regular Held 
train eiinlpment, additional army wagons 
may be Impressed ami a limitless supply 
taken along. The balloon Itself is maile 
from the best quality of silk, preiiareil in 
!i manner to economize gos to the greatest 
possible extent. The wagon In wlilidi the 
balloon Is ca'rrled is of stiliiclent weight 
to act as a permanent afteiuir when the bal- 
loon l;i In the air. it all'onls another exi'id- 
lent use also, for. In case of an enemy's 
lire bei'oiiiliig unpieasaiit, the wagon, by 
being moved from iiliiee to place, drags the 
baloon with it. A constant moveineat of 
the aerial body Is thus nialntitlued, anil it 
Is next to Impossible for u marksman to 
hit It. 

The usual equipment of .the aeronaut is a 
telescope, telephone and at times a tele- 
graph Instrument.

The hard bread Is not 
the proverbial " hard-tack " of olden times. 
It comes in the sliape ot small oyster 
crackers, one pound to a box. b'ur live' days 
u man would carry live boxes, bmall cot- 
ton bags are Issued la which to carry the 
roasted and ground ^ coITee . uud salt, A 
small brown paper box,' like a pill. box, con- 
tains the pepper, while the ten saccliarlne 
tablets (extra strong) are carried in an- 
other pill box. iCach tablet contains two 
grains, the box holding ten, two for each 
ila.v. These tablets are so strong that a 
small ple(-e will sweeten a large c\i|i ot 
coffee or tea, J'^acli man carries in his liav- 
ersack a folding meal (-an, with a hiiudie 
tliat admits ot Its usi^ as a kind ot sauce pan 
With this and the bacon and the pea meal 
fairly good soup can be made, colTee or tea 
being maiie In the tin cup. It mii.v seem 
.strange tu many lu readlag the components 
of this important ration to find tobacco em- 
braced -in it.' The Board of Ofliccrs fully 
considered this matter, and while it Is not, 
of course, a food. It Is used so generally by 
soldiers that IlieJ- would rather go short on 
lood than go without their tobacco. Moreover 
those liabiliiated to its use sulfer acutely 
when deprivi.'d of it, ami as It Is the object 
of the eiiiergenc'y ration lo keep the powers 
of the lndi\ idual at their maxlninni for the 
time being on the smallest amoniit of food 
to lie carried it was argued that halt an 
ounce of tobacco would coudiice more to 
comfort while on short riillon than the ad- 
dition of liiilt an ounce of liread or bacon. 
Hence the tobacco was added. The man 
wlio does not use tobacco would liiid no 
trouble In "swapping oil" his tobai-eo to 
some other man wiio did use It for an 
iMliiai amount of soinelblng to eat. l-lxper- 
ieiice during tlie last war proved tills point 
fully. IJurlng the past summer several 
Iiracllse matclies were made by the regular 
troops throughout tln^ (-ounlry, on which 
niarchea the command lived for five days 
on this ration, and, while the men would 
not choose this foru-. of food, by choice, ex- 
peWcucc proves that men can stand a great 
deal of hard work living on It. 

This ration must not be confused, as It 
freiiiiently Is, with (he regular llidd ration.

RATIONS OP A SOLDI EH . 

Economy of Space and Weight the Watch- 
word In I'rejiarlng Them 

(Cincinnati Inquirer.) 

During these times, when the prospect of 
war is filling the minds of all, a great deal 
has appeared about the rationing of 
troops In the field, and the " emergency 
ration " that Is provided for the eiillsteii 
men of our army has been spoken of ami 
its components liave been mentioned. As a 
rule this most Important part of (be en- 
listed men's e(iuipnieut has been Ini-or- 
rectly given In many arllcles on the suli- 
Ject. '1 he following article, compiled from 
ollleliil data, gives the true ration as I.ssued 
by the subsistence dennrtmout ■ of the 
army and glveij u true Idea of how much 
nourishing food can be compressed Into a 
small space 

.^bont two years a board of army ofllcers 
was ordered lo convene In WasliiiiKtoii to 
get nil an " einergeiicy ration " for the 
army After many iiioiilhs ot hard work 
the present ration was adopted. 1'iie llrst 
point the board had to decide was wiiilt 
conslituled the '•emergency," and It. was 
decided that an emergency was such an oc- 
casion that reiiiilred the troops to subsist 
on food carried on tlndr persons. After de- 
ciding this iiolnl the next [lolnt was what 
foods were the most nutritious and could at 
the sai'lie time be put up Into the siii.-illest 
form. After many experiments the follow- 
liiK' funds were dei iiled upon: Hard bread, 
idftee or tea, bacon, ]iea-iaeiil, jiepper. 
sacharlne. salt and toliaceo. After many 
trials and many dlsappoliitments the foods 
decided upon were put u|i In such shape as 
to lie palatable and nt the same time re- 
tain tliidr nourishing <|ualitleH. 

The ration for one day consists of 10 
ounces of bacon. 111 ouiic(s of hard bread, 
4 ounccs'of pea meal, -l onnees of coffee or 
Vj ounce of tea -t grains of siiccliiirliie, (jl- 
HK) ounces ot salt, l-lOd ounces of pepper, 
and <,i. ounce of tobacco. The total of the 
welglit for live days Is a little <iver ten 
Iiouiids. Tills ration Is never Issued for 
over live days, (lie lioiird Inivliig (b'cliied 
that such (line was (he imixiniuiii time for 
which men could live on the ration, still 
keen nil their physical strengtli and be In 
good fighting condition. An account re- 
cently apK<>vcd in n local iiaper that eaidi 
man carried " tucked away In (lie e-orner of 
his haversack" the radon for ten days 
and II weighed but one iiound. This was a 
irreal error, as the llgures nliiive show. 
Tills radon Is kept in the commissary

What- 
ever may be :hc f.icls about thi" naviga- 
tion of lludson's Strait, there is none as 
to that of the I'.ay, which for the greater 
part of the year, and possibly umlcr 
some condition.^ tor all the year may be 
safely sailed by vessels of the largest 
size. A railway will shortly tap this 
promising eoinitiy from the south and 
it is altogether iirohahle that another 
Hue will enter it. from the east, having 
Quebec its terminus. 

In the nieanlinie railway constrticlion 
will be in pnvgress fniin this coast easl- 
Avard. This is certainly on the .'anls, liy 
which we mean that tlie trend of events 
is strongly in that direction, although 
probably no car.italist or fombiuation of 
caiiitalists lias the slightest intention at 
present of ciuharking upon any su<-h 
euterprise.

. the anticipated res\dt, which will be 
ajrought about by the force of circum- 
jjtaacoaJn the prairie region and British 
'Columbia and the commerce of the Pa- 
■clfic. Canada has not been standing 
.still in the past, but the rate at which 
;she will progress in the near future will 
jnakc heir advance' hitherto, seem as 
tliough she had boeU stationary. The 
Dominion has reached a turning point 
in its history. Hereafter developnu'nt 
will bo nipidly tind widely distributed. 
When we refleot how little is known of 
ji great portion of our ononnouB dbmain, 
we need he siUTrised at nothing whicli 
the future may have in store.

The inhabitants are a mixed race, Ma- 
lays predominating; but there are some 
Chinese, Xegrilos and other niixei! 
races, and of course u considerable num- 
ber of Spaniards and other Europeans. 
All tlu! natives are nominally Koman 
t'atholios, but "their religion does not 
occasion tlu'Ui Ihe sliglilesl inconveni- 
ence. They iire'a decidedly hard lot, and 
though they chafe under Spanish rule, 
there is no ground for hope that, if they 
wore left to themselves, they would be 
callable of maintaining an orderly go%- 
enuuent. Three centuries of con'act 
with civilization have served to destroy 
them nil the virtues of the s.wage 
but not to iiuplani any of the gooii ipiali- 
iii's of tile iloUMnMUt race. In this they 
are iu)t wholly lo bhwue, for the siiecii-s 
id civilization which Spain has intro- 
duced,- wherever her blighting footstep 
has gone, has not been of a laudable 
type, but (prite the contrary-. It is wholly 
lacUing in that rough and ready justice, 
\\ liich makes British colonists so success- 
Inl in barbarous lands. 

.Mainla. the capital of the archiprlag-), 
is situated on I.u/.on ishind. 1 1 is a line 
city of 15-1,000 inhabitants. It is liie 
headquarters of a large and profllable 
conunerce and contains much wealth. Its 
chief public inslitnlions are .a calliedr:i! 
aiul a university. The Kuropcau colony 
here is of the highest class. .Mauila is 
the seat of a large commerce and soui,' 
manufacturing industries, especially that 
of cigars. 

The chief (>xporls of the Philippines 
are sugar .■ind lieuiii, bul large <|uautitli's 
of copra, i-olTee and lobaeco :ii 
abroad. Xcarly all Ihc- tr;ide. which 
auu)iuits lo miwards of .$,'iO,()00,(M")0 a 
year, is cither with tireat ISritain or 
some iiort ion of the lirilish ICuiiiiro. 
Spain only has about K! ]iei' cent, of .the 
whole conunerce of tiie islands, i'hree- 
(piarlers of the carrying trade is done in 
Htitish bottoms. 

(ieographieally the islands oi-( npy a 
siralegically iuiporlant positiipu. Any 
strong nation owning tliem could com- 
pletely duminuto the French po^cssions 
on the mainland of Asia, and be in a 
position to assert itself with excepi ioual 
fiu'cc ;it any pcjiul on Ihe weslein shore 
of the I'acilic. In view of this <,()nsideni- 
tion it is not surprising that the powers 
are beginning to discuss the future of 
the I'liilii>piiu's. It was all that Spain 
could do before tlu' war with Ihe rniled 
States broke out to keep the islaiiders 
ironi throwing pit her control. With 
her fleet destroyed and her presti 
retriovably shattered, it is not at iill 
probable that she can succeeil in Ueei.ing 
the rebels in sid)jecti<jii. Il is possilih 
that to avoid more fierimis (pu'siions 
the powers may conclude to assist Sitain 
in restoring her authority after pcai 
has been nnido with the United Staters.

Magellan, 
though a Portuguese by birth, ' and, 
though ho had rendered many groat ser- 
vices to bis sovereign, was at this lime 
in the service of Spain, and il was in the 
name of the king of that coun- 
tvy,y..' Oharles 'V., that- be concluded 
ji ' treaty ' ■ of friehdMhip with the 
King of Zebu, who ruled over a p(u-- 
(iou of the archipelago, nnd whom lie 
was .-ible to convert to Christianity. His 
new made ally soon afterwards engaged 
in hostilities with a neighboring tribe 
.and in one of tin? encounters Atagellan 
was slain. It may be interesting to men- 
tion in this connection Unit one of the 
vcssids of his small squadroh, the A'ie- 
toria, returned to lOurope by way of the 
Gape of Good Hope, being thus the lirsr 
ship to- circumnavigate the globe.

Wo ask the representatives <if that purl 
the provi:i -e if they think it woiilil 
111' wise to inaugurate a new sectional- 
ism by opposing a project which llic 
Const desires, and opposing it for no bet- 
ter reason than that it is a Coast enter- 
prise. We do not wish to be understooil 
as inaking any threat as to future legis- 
lation for •lothiiig is further from our 
thoughts. All we desire to point out to 
the Kootemiy members is that it is not 
desirable for a' section of the in-oviiK-e. 
for which si> iiiiich has lieen dune anil 
so much more will liave to be done. In 
take the sectional view of great public 
undertakings. Rather the broad view of 
all such ipiestioiis would be exi»'cteil 
from those who .-ire entitled to sjicak for 
that iniporlant liortion of the province. 

In uinkilig this appeal to gentlemen 
who usually vote against the govenmieut, 
w-e iire iulluenced by the desire to sci' 
undertakings .such as that now uinler 
consideration, treated upon some other 
basis than tliat of partisan politics.

The position 
was that tlie Doiniiiion and I'roviMcial 
jjrovoriinont.s coiiUl not come to terms. 
ifor liimsolf he wanted lo see tlio Indians 
-justly tre.aled and yet it .seemed that the 
settlement was as far oH' as ever. lie 
wanted to see the proviiK'e retain its 
rifjlits and not surrender them. In order 
(o deal with the Indians the province 
«honld he jtrepare^l to deal on a broad 
and liheral basis. 'Ho was iilisappoiiiled 
that the (luestion was no nearer a seltie- 
■iiient than it was before the iief;otiations 
lieKHii. • He wished, loo, to see the rights 
of Vietoriji safeKnarde<l in any dealings. 
He could see no other wa.v of settling 
the matter than to leave it lo lh(' s(!t- 
tlement of a tribunal coniiiosed of one 
t-oimni.^simier appointed by the Dominion 
another hy the province and in case of 
disaK'reenient a judi;i! of the Supreme 
court. He tli'>ii;;hl such a commission 
could settle it at a very e.irly day. 

"Mr. Senilin f^aid the i-i>solution was 
i]iracljeally a copy of the ri>solnli(m 
ipassed two years a;;i). He could not see 
what iiiforiiiatioii Mr. lleliiieUeii had for 
^xdieviiiK that the matter could be any 
•inon; readily settled than hitherto, h'or 
this suhject ha«l eome up very fnMitiently 
for Ihe last twenty-live years in the 
lioiue. If it was in the interest ol tin; 
llirovinee to settle the question, the pro- 
vince ought to bo ready to make some 
'BucriScc; It was for the people of the 
iprovince to say how far they would go 
Ua this. He believed that the province

r<'serve: and whereas, as shown by his 
ietlei: of '.25th Heplemher, IS!)", J. A. .T.

Her forests are 
stocked- with the Uuest wood In the- world- 
wood several species of which arc ns hard 
as Iron. lurnlUK ihe cdtjo ot the axe and re- 
laalaln^' Iniperlshuble under water. There 
are fonnil woods bivaUiable for tlu' dye In- 
ilnstry, elioiiy. (.■I'llm.^ fustic, laiicewooll, 
mahuHanv. rosewooij^ jocania, ncaiia, iual 
many others. 'I'lieic are ,"iU varieties of 
palm. Iler fruits are valuable and little 
cultivated. The elbaate is admirably suit- 
ed for the olive ; mid the orange, the lemon 
the pineapple uiid the banana are lndlt;eii- 
ous. 

'I'lie mineral resources of Cnbii arc iireat 
yet the iiiincral lucUistrlcs are la their In- 
faacy. Almost uH the metals are foiiud In 
(."uba. Then' urc K'old silver, un.Teiiry, cop- 
per, lead and all Hie forms of aspbaltiiin. 
aiitlinoiiy, uiaKuesla, copperas, j;ypsuni. red 
lend, ochre, salt, arsenic, talc and many 
others. (Jopper is abundant in all the ine- 
taiiiorphle rocks "t (Juha. It Is true that 
coal Is as yet undiscovered, but under a 
free republic capital would flow Into the Is- 
land, and there is iio doubt that true coal 
would soon be fouiul to replace tbe bitu- 
men that is now used and which Is found in 
springs and inlncS In (treat cinantitles. 

("ulia is rich In marble, awaltlni; the capi- 
tal of the spiH-uhitor. (ircnt deposits of 
this rod; are founil, and lii the Isle of 
I'lncs there l.s marlile of n iiuallty as 
hue as the best of Umt nniterlal used hy 
the scnljitor. Itcaiii ifidy-colon>d marble 
uul Jasiier are conunoa. On the coast are 
immense deposits of rook salt and there are 
also unlimited a<"iutltles of the purest 
white sand, ciipnUlc of being converted Into 
IliK! earthen wiirc Kvcn tho Illustrious 
Humboldt was niii"'.ed at the richness and 
variety of the iiiliienil wealth of Cuba. 
Mow muih of this Wealth lias been utiliz- 
ed may be gathered from the fact that at 
the end of 181)1 tlie total number of mining 
titles isstiPd in snnuingo district was 
Of these 138 were Iron, 8 manganese and W.i 
copper.

Here Is a land pri>pared to 
yield up utilities that will add Inimi'asura- 
bly lo the happiness of the world; walling 
to blosoni Into n garden and to swarm with 
population; to develope almost every art 
of peace; to be eouvi.rted Into an indus- 
trial microcosm In tin. macliocosm of the 
world at large. Cuba Is waiting the hour 
when the capitalist, assured of peace and 
uninterrupted growth, nniy safely enter 
aud rear Ihe harvest which nature -lias 
prepared for man in the nilsruled. throttled 
and neglected I'carl of the Antilles.

The resources of the of Hi,. Island an' 
therefore praetleall.v I'xliausth'ss, a fortun- 
ate clrenmslance, for I'orto Itico has 
neither mines nor niunnfaetiireH, no min- 
eral deposits of value have been discovered 
and the tropical cilnintc renders the popu- 
lation strongly disinclined to Indoor labor. 

The elluirtte of I'orto HIco Ih probably 
more severe on people from the tempc>rate 
none than that of n'i.v other of the Antilles. 
Someone has described the clliiiiite of .Mn- 
ilrld as three moull's of winter aud nine 
nionths of fcheol, and. leaving out the whi- 
ter, the description fits I'orlo HIco with 
the utuiost exaetiicKs. Winter, however, 
In the trollies Is merely a comparallve 
term, tho difference being about this, that 
In i'orto Kleo durli'K the winter time the 
stranger from a ten'Porute zone only faints 
with the ■hettt,''Wblle in auinmcr he drops 
down dcod. .Tbe?ijiean whiter .temperature 
In I'orto nico Is 80 degrees; tho moan 
Hummer temperatuff of St. Louis In ,Tuly 
Is 711, so that the w'l'iter In I'orto Ulco Is a 
close approxomatloU to the mouth of ,Tiily 
In St. I.onls. To luatdi a winter of this 
description a siiiinuer temperature that 
would melt li'iid nilKlit he anticipated, but 
there Is not that difference that might be 
expected, for during the Hummer months 
the theriuoinotor In Porto Ulco seldom 
rises above 100, and the licat of the day 
Is tempered b.v the "Oa bree^ses which blow 
freely over every part of the Islniid.

cil In au oven. In spite of the torrid tem- 
perature, however, the Island Is healthy, 
'i'lie health rate fit a country does not de- 
pend upon Its tenipeniture; some ot the 
iiottest regions in tlio world are nlso among 
the liealthleHt, and the absence of very 
large cities which nilglit serve ns breed- 
ing places of disease Is probably one factor 
in the health of Porto Rico. 

There Is one singular thing about the 
island lu which It differs from every other 
of its size In the world. Tliero are no In- 
digenous finadnip'jds and very few wild 
hlrdw. tbe largest being the parrot. The 
Island lualics up, however, for Its lack ot 
native <|iiadni|iiMls by the astonishing 
abuiidnnce and size of its rats. Tliese nui- 
mnls were unknown lu i'orlo Itlc<i untb 
Imported by thi.' Spaniards, but now they 
are the pest of every iionseliold, the bane 
of. every planter, tor while they will de 
vour Indiscriminately anything entabb 
they have a penchant for sugar and sugai 
cane, and many an unlucky planter lia^ 
gone out ,to his fields In the morning t( 
illscovi-r that his entire crop had been ruin- 
ed b.v a swarm of rats, the nideiits gnawing 
ofl' the stocks at the bottom In order to 
siiek tlie .juices, for the Spanish rat has a 
sweet-tooth and knows u good thing when 
he tastes It. 

The population of Porto Ulco was by the 
last cenuuB 818.087, of this number ;ioo,000 
were negroes. Those who have visited tho 
Islnud are not slow to uflirm that to Judge 
from the looks ot the renialnder there Is 
a eoiisldcnible adniixture of negro 
blood ill nearly all tlie rest et the popula- 
tion. It is probable that the jiroccHs of 
anial.gamiUlon has had something to do 
with darkening the Porto Klcan eoui- 
plexlon, but too much- reliance must not be 
placed upon color In tbe tropics. Tin' 
Island. is one ot the few places on earth 
where whites and blacks work together in 
the snnie Held without the superior race 
feeling that their association Is a degreila- 
tlon. The term work, however, should 
be understood with the fact In mind that 
It is used In allusion to the tropics, for 
labor lu the troplcnl zone differs very ma- 
terially from the sanu^ artlcal under a 
leiiiperute sun. The day laborer under Die 
r(|uator has a strongly delliicd conviction 
that mueli weak, like inucli study. Is a 
wcnrliicss of the llesh. iind he Is liearllly 
opposed to wearying the llesh unnecessar- 
ily. A couple of hours In the early iiiorii- 
liig. tbe sninc amount Into in the afternoon, 
sallslU'H the conscience of the I'orto Klcan 
lalnuer; during tho rest ot the time be 
smokes nud eiits, gossips with his neighbors 
and Inst but not least he sh'eps, for there 
Is niori' Klei'plug doni' on the Island, both 
in suiuuier and In winter, than on any 
other area of similar size on the face of tbe 
earth. 

Tbe blacks In Porto Kleo are not now 
slaves, and It was a great relief to the 
population both white and colored, when 
slavery came to an end, for the blacks of 
Porto Kleo have always been known as the 
most turbulent. Insubordinate and danger- 
ous' slaves of any Spanish colony.' Uuring 
tbe slavery days there' was scorcely n year 
In which there was not a servile insurrec- 
tion In some part of tli(? island, and runa- 
way slaves foniie<l tlieaiselvcs into bands 
anil iiiade every road In I'orto Kleo dan- 
gerous. When planters undertook to make 
u Journey of any lengtli thev alway.s pro- 
vided an armed escort, without wlilch 
there was a strong probability that their 
bodies would be found somewhere on the 
road. Tlie reason for tbe turbulence of 
tlie I'orto Klcan slaves, as compared with 
the Africans In other parts of Spanlsli- 
iVnierlca, is peculiar as Illustrating both 
the difference between the negro tribes 
of Africa and the power- of heredity. The 
earliest I'orto Klcan planters were under 
the Inlluence of a Spauisli eonipaiiy, which 
also iiad large possessions uiid trading 
statiou.s on the Zulu coast. .Most of tho 
slaves sent to Porto Kleo were from the 
Zulu CDuatrv, and although great uuinbers 
Were only children when they left the Dark 
(.'oiilliieiit, the boys grew up with the same 
I'l'nrlesa spirit that bus always been shown 
by the men ot this military race, and as 
soon as tbcy reached man's estate their 
turbulence nianlfestod itself In servile In- 
surrections. .Most of the other Spanish 
colonies w-eri' provided with negroes from 
the west coast, and of temper much more 
trai-tnble. lu c<iiise<iueiice ot this dllTcr- 
eiice lu the temper and charaeter of the 
slavi'S, no Spiinlsh colouv has had tlie 
trouble w-itli Its slav'^ as I'orto Kleo, and 
the emaiicliiatloa was thus hailed with as 
niuch satisfaction by tlie w-hltcs as by the 
blacks. 

Outside of the principal tow-us there Is 
little to Interest the tourist In I'orto itico. 
The blacks, who form so considerable uu 
element ot the population, freed from the 
necessity of labor by the abundance with 
which iinture produces cvervthlug cssen-. 
tial to life, rendered by the heat of tho 
climate averse to exertion of any kind, live 
ill a style as primitive as Hint of the Congo 
Valley. (irass huts, thaltehcd with palm 
leaves and straw, form their shelter, u few 
rags their clothing. 

In tho towns, besides tho old-fashioned 
bouses, which do not, however, differ great- 
ly from those ot Spain 300 years ago, there 
Is not much to attract the attention of the 
cnrlons. Kvldeuees of a former turbulent 
state of tbe country are found In the 
sentry boxes of stone at the corners ot the 
Walls w-liicb overlook the public siiuares 
and at tli<' street corners. Indicating where 
oiue strict watch was kept, not only for the 
coming of a toielgu foe, but also for signs 
of doniestle insurrection, -while the old 
gales of San .liian cemetery date almost 
back to the time of Columbus. Not tar 
from the eapluil Is Casa Blanco, once the 
castle and country home of Ponce do I..eoii, 
who ruled here In' royal stiitc, and in a 
leaden box in the cathedral are -the bones 
of the man who Is now remembered p-iln- 
elpall.v for his search for tlie fountain of 
eternal youth. 

The Island Is well provided with towns, 
then" being si'Ventv-tliree which have a 
population of l.tHKj and upwards. Most of 
them liarilly di'scrve the name, being mere- 
ly aggregations of huts, many gniss-cov- 
ei-ed and the best houses having tlio roofs. 
The capitnl, Kan Juan, lias a population of.

slaves to take the place of the natives. 
Porto Kleo, however, was a little more un- 
fortunate- than most ot tho other Islands, 
for tlic Spaniards quickly discovered that 
there was no gold in Its soil aud so thoy 
went on to tho continent. The plantJrs of 
the early days did not succeed In tholr of-, 
forts to cultivate the laud, aud the people' 
of tile Island were reduced to such poverty 
that In tlie ciipltal a special dispcusatloiv 
was given for the celebration of nmss a* 
nlglit in order that the women might at-, 
tend service, and yet not be compelled to, 
exhibit their rags In the streets In tho. 
daytime,-; Dtiring the lost century of peace' 
the population has very materially In-' 
creased. In 1802 I'orto KIco had 1(I;!,1!I2 peo- 
ple; by 18:!0 this number had Inei-eiiHed to- 
.l.>i.O,St(. The Africans and tho half-brecil. 
population has Increased at a far nioro 
rapid rati>. hosvover, than the white. At 
the lieglanlng of this century there were 
lilt ]:;,(KUI slaves, while the free hInckH 
niiiiilie,-cd IC.IHIO, and the mulattoes .')5,()0a. 
llH' black population is now ostlmatod nt 
scarcely more tlian 15,000, While the "Col- 
ored ,'leuient exceeds one-half tho entire- 
liopniatloii. 

Politically the Island' Is under the sanio 
rule, or rather misrule, as other Kpnnlsh 
provluees, being governed bv Spaulnnln 
w no come out from tho mother country 
with tbe solo idea of making all they cai»

The 
cities do not differ materially from towns 
of Ihe sanii- size In other parts of Spaiitsli- 
Anierb'a. lu the harbors of all are fortl- 
<-atlons now- ancient, whb-h could not stand 
for an hour against the guns of a modm-u 
licet. Willie around San Juan and several 
of the others are Ihe reiMiilns of the walls 
I'reetcd for the protection of the Cities 
during the wars wllh I'higland,-E!rance-and 
the hnecaueers. The forts are now almost 
In ruins, for only under the pressure of 
strong necessity did tin? Spaniards erect 
them, or Iteop them up, and now- that the 
necessity no longer exists thpy are allowed 
to fall Into decadence. An American fleet 
Would have prnellcally no opposition' In oc- 
cupying any of the ports Of the Inland, for 
tliesc are defenseless. 

Tbe earliest history of Porto KIco wns 
that of all the Spanish Islands, dlscovi'ry, 
the exleruilnatlon of tho natives In war or 
in slavery, the abundonmcnt of tho Island 
b.v the military, adventurers who first occu- 
pied It, Its subsequent- occupation by agri- 
culturists and the Importation of nogro

On the 
wav to the hospital tin.' injured man 
told tho ollicor that a big man witli a 
heavy moustache had robbed linn in a 
hallway at the back of a saloon and then 
cut liis throat. 

Constable Kodgrave wiis later joined 
by Constable Anderson iiml together 
they commenced an investigation to Iind 
out what trutli tlii'i-e was in SMiidberg's 
story. These ari' the facts learned by 
Iheai: 

Saiulliei-g is a slriiiiger iii the city, hav- 
ing arrived here about three days ago 
on bis return lo Los Aiigcdi's from his 
former hiuiie in Sweden, where he has 
lately been on a visit. On his arrival m 
the city he was possessed of some money, 
but just exactly how iiiucli no one seems 
to know. lie spent <iiiite a sum <ui 
drink and lost some more at the gamiiij. 
tables. A'esterilay morning ho was walk 
iiig aroiiiiil tlie stri'ets intoxicutod and 
acted a lillle strangely, giving some wla 
met him llie impression that he was 
verging on a lit of doliriuui trenieus. 11>' 
once ouduired the way to the water- 
front aud was soon walking i lose to the 
edge of the outer wlmrf early in the day. 
.About 11 o'clock in the iiioriiiiig he en- 
tered the raluce saloon mi Yates street 
ami bought a glass of biier. After drink- 
ing it lie moved down to fbe free liiiKdi 
counter and ate a conole of tiJlltill pii'ces 
of bread. He was iiuite jovial at the 
time and as lie went to go out llie bfluJ^ 
deor he jiicked up a liei-riiig, saying as lie 
di(i so. "AA'cll, 1 might us well have one 
of these before 1 go out." Xo one in- 
side the saloon betird .tny senilliiig after 
lie Went out nor did anymie know that 
anything had happened to him until some 
oni' came in from outside with liie news. 
The herring with a tootli marU in it was 
found just outside the back door and 
along the narrow passage way which 
leads from thoro to Govornnieiit street 
was 11 trail of blood, it is belioveil that 
the injured man went straight into the 
Teutonia saloon after coming out to 
Oovernuicnt street. An old razor was 
afterwards found in the middle of tin 
road in front of the Teutonia. On one 
corner of tho InuKlle of this was scratch- 
ed "Itussell, Victoria, 2o." .Afr. Kussell, 
Ihe barber, was interviewed, lie bad 
seen .Saudberg in his shop that morning 
hut no om? there sold or govt- him a 
razor. Mr. Kussell also explained thai it 
was nearly live years since ho had a 
razor of llie kind in his shop. It was of 
an old style and hud practically gone out 
of use in liarber shops. 

The conclusion wliicli the police have 
arrived at is that Saudberg cut bis 
own throat either in a lit of temiiorar.V 
insanity or for some unknown motive in 
eitlu-r of wliieli cases he iniglU bo inclin- 
ed to denv that bo had done it liiinself. 
In support of this tlicre is tho opinion of 
Dr. Hart, who stitched up the wound, 
tliat it was self-inlliotcd. 'The cm is 
neither a largo nor a serious one tliougli 
a lot of blood 111) wed from it before the 
patient reached the can? of the doctm-. 
AVIiUe in tlie hospital Saudberg is said 
to have I'xpressed a desire to be allowed 
to die. There was a live cent piece, a 
couple of letters and a tii l;et to Dos 
Angeles on His persnn when lie was 
taken in charge by Olllcer licdgrave.

Oerard, 
of Ihe ( ^oinniercial tlubli' Company's 
staff, who was sent out to tlie coast 
from (■'.•inso lo superiiilend the laying of 
tho new cable across the straits of

second undertaking .•mil Ids work has 
been favored with the best of wcallier, 
Conseiinenlly only some iw'o x"' tliree 
days liav<' tliiis far been occupied in the 
laying of tho line. Tho tug Mystery has 
been employed in the Avork and the old 
barge Electric is being used to lower 
tho cable.
